His work was popularized dur¬ 
ing the 1960’s when designer Yves Saint Laurent based his “Mondrian” 
dress on the artist’s work. Since then, this iconic pattern of white 
and primary color boxes has been appeared on everything from Nike 
shoes to Volkswagen Beetles. 

I’ve always loved Mondrian’s work - both his original paintings and 
the countless adaptations. I became intrigued by the idea of rep¬ 
resenting these rigid rectangular patterns on the natural curves of 
the female body. Body artist Alan Anderson and I had been looking 
for an opportunity to collaborate and this was the perfect project.
